who think they are defending their homes' and freedom? 


Why are they fighting1 these Russians on their own soil 


Russians who have always been our friends? These people to 
whom we turned in the dark days of the Civil War acd who gave 
us great comfort. These are questions that are being asked. 


More than this. There is a general suspicion that our Sec- 


retary of State is not dealing in that open diplomacy to which 
the President is solmenly committed. There is a dearth of news 
from Russia that suggests a censor holding down the lid. Other 
countries seem to get news denied to us. Why? 


Even the Chicago Tribune ever thoughtful of Preparedness 


and a great military program is moved to trepidation. It says: 


In this country our information as to the American 


policy in Russia is just chaotic. Even members of the 
foreign relations committee of the senate are said to be 
kept in ignorance. There is no information available 
as to the number of troops in Russia, nor as to the pre- 
cise purposes for which they are being used. 


In the meantime a few news dispatches .trickle 


through, giving us a glimpse of how our men are being 
sacrificed>for want of sufficient'force. A dispatch from 
Archangel the other day told of an encounter between 
an American cavalry patrol of seventy soldiers and "a 
tenfold force of Bolsheviki." Our soldiers were sur- 
rounded; but, as we might expect, fought their way out, 
^not, however, without a number of casualties.
